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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1 949 


The  boundaries  of  the  three  Districts  are  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  year,  although  there  have  been  alterations  of  boundaries 
of  parishes  within  the  District  of  Lexdon  and  Winstree.  The  small 
parishes  of  Little  Tey  and  Easthorpe  have  been  absorbed  into  their 
neighbouring  parishes  and  a  new  parish,  that  of  Eight  Ash  Green, 
has  been  created. 

STAFF. 

There  were  no  material  alterations  in  the  staff.  The 
Medical  Officer  is  also  employed  Jointly  by  the  County  Council 
and  the  three  Districts  concerned. 

In  Loxden  &  Winstree  three  fully  qualified  Sanitary  Inspectors 
and  one  Surveyor’s  Assistant  are  employed  and  also  four  clerks. 

West  Mersea  and  Wivenhoe  Urban  Districts  employ  one  Sanitary 
Inspector  each,  and  they  are  also  the  Surveyors  of  their  Districts.

In  Lexden  &  Winstrce  two  persons  w ere  removed  to  hospital 
under  the  above  act  during  the  year. 


One  was  an  old  lady  living  alone  in  a  cottage  at  Rowhcdge. 
She  was  incapable  of  preparing  and  eating  hoc  food  properly. 
There  was  a  danger  from  fire  both  to  herself  and  her  house.  Her 
dwelling  was  in  a  most  insanitary  state  and  the  proper  lavatory 
was  not  used.  The  court  made  an  order  for  removal  to  hospital 
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water  in  the 

various  bores,  all  of  which  show  a  tendency  to  fall.  Moans 
exist  in  Loxden  &  Winstrce  and  will  shortly  exist  in  West  Mersea 
for  obtaining  emergency  supplies  from  other  sources;  these 
emergency  supplies  will  in  the  case  of  Loxden  &  Winstree  come 
from  the  South  Essex  Waterworks  Company  and  in  the  case  of  West 
Ivlersea  from  Loxden  &  Winstrce. 


Wivenhoe  is  less  fortunate  in  that  an  opportunity  for 
obtaining  an  auxilliary  supply  cheaply  was  missed  when  the  gas 
company  made  a  crossing  of  the  river  at  Rowhedge. 

Joining  in  this  scheme  Wivenhoe  would  have  been  able  to  lay 
pipes  connecting  with  Loxden  &  Winstree  and  so  indirectly  with  the 
Colchester  Corporation  supply. 

Chlorination  is  maintained  at  ail  pumping  stations.  Analyses 
of  the  various  supplies  are  made  at  regular  intervals  throughout 
the  year,  both  from  boreholes  direct  and  from  water  going  into  supply. 


On  the  few  occasions  -when  the  sample  has  proved  to  be  below 
standard  a  simple  explanation  has  been  found.  The  chlorination  is 
usually  increased  until  any  trouble  has  been  adjusted.  The  usual 
cause  is  a  burst  main,  or  faulty  technique  in  sampling. 


Part  of  East  Mersoa  is  still  supplier!  from  a  shallow  well  so 
\  ar iable  that  permanent  boiling  is  advised.  Fortunately 
however  a  public  piper?  supply  has  been  approved  for  this  parish. 

In  Wivenhoe  20  now  houses,  1  farm,  a  shop  and  a  factory  were 
connected  to  the  main. 


The  number  of  dwelling  houses  now  connected  to  the  mains  is 
672  with  a  population  of  1,975. 

149  houses,  with  a  population  of  390  obtain  their  supply 
from  the  mains  by  means  of  standpipes. 


In  West  Mersea  20  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  mains. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  now  connected  to  the  mains  is 
040  with  a  population  of  1,991. 

38  houses  with  a  population  of  72  obtain  their  water  from 
s  tandpipes.

Considerable  trouble  has  been  experienced  with  the  mains 
laid  in  heavy  soil  in  the  southern  sector  of  the  "District  due 
to  corrosion.  This  has  necessitated  relaying  anoroximately  2 
miles  of  4"  main  between  Abberton  and  Peldon.  This  main  was 
originally  laid  in  1930.

HOUSING. 

The  situation  generally  in  this  District  has  not  materially 
improved  during  the  year.  y 


Accommodation  provided  on  the  airfields  still  has  its 
problems,  condensation  and  the  inability  to  make  huts  watertight 
3till  causes  a  good  deal  of  dissatisfaction.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Disp°sal  works  arG  ln  operation  at  Wivenhoe,  West  Mersea, 
^Gdham>  Peldon  agricultural  camp  and  at  three  airfields 
used  for  temporary  housing,  namely  Birch,  Wakes  Colne  and 
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Wormingford.  In  addition  a  small  wayside  plant  is  in  operation 
at  Layer  Breton.  Rowhedge  is  also  drained,  but  here  the  sewage 
is  pumped  to  the  head  of  a  nearby  Colchester  sewer  by  arrangement. 

Wivenhoe  plant  has  given  trouble  during  the  year  necessitating 
the  replacement  of  the  distributor  units;  this  has  not  yet  been 
effected. 

Apart  from  the  small  Layer  Breton  plant,  the  disposal  works 
have  been  satisfactory  and  no  extensions  have  been  made. 

Ttoo public  enquiries  for  sewerage  schemes  were  held  during 
the  year. 

The  first  dealt  with  a  scheme  for  the  eastern  portion  of  the 
parish  of  Stanway  for  which  there  is  a  pressing  need. 

The  second  one  was  to  enquire  into  a  scheme  to  enlarge  the 
area  at  present  soworod  in  the  parish  of  Tiptree. 

This  by'  no  means  ends  the-  envisaged  programme  for  sewering 
the  district;  other  parishes  are  queuing  up  in  anticipation, 
and  the  next  one  to  catch  the  eye  is  West  Bergholt,  a  parish 
which  should  command  attention  for  the  next  claim  in  this  respect.

Slaughter  houses  and  food  shops  have  been  inspected  at  regular 
intervals.  The  regular  inspection  of  carcases  is  carried  out  for 
the  three  districts  by  officers  of  the  Corporation  of  Colchester 
in  whose  area  animals  are  actually  slaughtered.

.  .  Samples  of  ice-cream  from  manufacturers  and  retailers  have 
been  taken  at  intervals.  The  results  of  analyses  of  the 
samples  showed  that  it  is  necessary  to  keep  them  constantly 
under  supervision.'- 

In  an  effort  to  make  purveyors  of  food  and  canteen  employees 
more  conscious  of  the  necessity  for  constant  cleanliness  in  the 
handling  of  food  a  film  display  was  organised  for  all  the  canteen 
workers  in  the  district  and  invitations  were  sent  out  to  propri¬ 
etors  of  private  establishments  in  the  area.  There  were  very 
good  attendances  at  the  two  meetings  held. 

FOOD  POISONING 

No  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  any  of  the  throe 
districts. 

MOSQUITOES 

As  a  result  of  nuisance  from  mosquitoes  in  previous  years  an 
invitation  was  extended  to  Mr.  P.G.Shute,  M.  B.  E.  ,F.  R.  E.  S.  , 
assistant  malariologis t  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  to  visit  the 
district  and  advise.  His  visit  took  place  on  May  20th  and 
embraced  a  wide  area  from  Rowhodge  gravel  pits  to  East  and  West 
Morsea. 

Although  positive  results  were  few,  being  confined  to  ponds 
etc.  at  East  Morsea  Golf  Club,  which  weru  swarming  with  larvae 
of  Aedes  Detritus,  opinion  was  expressed  that  those  would  cause 
nuisance  over  a  wide  area. 

Rowhodge  gravel  pits,  which  are  ovorgrown  with  bullrushes 
and  other  vegetation,  are  likely  to  be  a  breeding  ground  for  a 
typo  of  mosquito  whose  larvae  attach'  themselves  to  the  roots  of 
aquatic  plants  and  so  are  unaffected  by  surface  treatment.  Hero 
drainage  was  considered  'to  be  the  best  treatment.

In  West  Mersea  the  greatest  potential  breeding  ground  is 
Shears  Meadow,  where  drainage  was  advised  as  the  best  method  of 
treatment.

Other  places  requiring  supervision  and  attention  were  the 
ditch  at  the  Goring  Estate,  West  Morsea  and  the  ditch  leading 
down  to  the  foreshore  from  East  Mersea  Church. 

The  places  mentioned  received  immediate  attention  and  visits 
failed  to  reveal  further  infestation  except  at  East  Morsea,  where 
shallow  pits  over  the  sea  wall  contained  larvae  of  Aedes  Detritus; 
these  pits  dried  up  before  they  coul$  be  treated.

Summing  up  Mr.  Shute  concluded  that  any  anti -larval  work 
should  be  restricted  to  ponds  and  ditcher  where  the  larvae  of  Aedes 
Detritus,  the  brackish  water  varioty,  are  present  in  considerable 
number. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


,  The  mo3t  prevalent  disease  in  all  districts  was  Measles,  the 
majority  of  which  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year;  on  the 
v/hole  the  attacks  were  mild,  but  there  were  a  number  of  moderately 
severe  cases.  Scarlet  Fever  was  troublesomo  in  Lexdon  &  Winstroe 
and  Wivenhoo,  on  account  of  the  number  of  very  mild  cases;  it  is 
quite  certain  that  cases  occurred  very  fleeting  in  character, "and 
these  wore  attributed  by  parents  to  a  slight  indisposition  and  for 
which  they  were  not  isolated. 

Whooping  cough  cases  showed  a  big  fall  in  Lexden  &  Wine  tree, 
but  an  increase  in  West  Mersoa. 


Infective  Hepatitis  which  had  been  endemic  in  West  Mersea  for 
some  time  decreased  to  negligible  proportions,  in  fact  only  2  caeca 
were  notified.
